If tho published report o£ tbo pro- 
ceedings before Mr. Justice Gray iii 
the habeas corpus ease of William Al- 
bert Playfair is correct, tbo question 
of where tbo rights of a citizen end 

. and the responsibility of an ofllcial be- 
gins has soon got to be settled by 
an appeal to the Supremo Court. Wn. 
Albkrt P1.AYFAIU was convicted of 
soiling intoxicating liquor to Indians, 

"and waa'Senti^ced to imprisonment 
and fine. His ' counsel gave notice of 
appeal against the conviction, and pro- 
ceding such appeal he applied to be 
liberated on bail, tendering two suffi- 
cient sureties for a prosecution of such 
appeal. The prison autliorities refused 
to release tlie prisoner, and, the rojiort 
goes on to say, 

"Subjectedhiin to strictpriaon discipline 
and required him togooutto workwiththo 
chai ngang inpursuance of his sontdnco. Tho 
prboner refused to'submittohard labor, as- 
signing as a reason that his appeal was 
pending, and that until his sentence was 
confirmod he was entitled to bo treated as 
an innocent man. Tho authorities then 
gave the prisoner twenty-four hours' soli- 
tory confinement without food and at tho 

. expiration of that period threatened to 
turn the lioso on him and so compelled 
him to go to work. Playfair's coimael 
finding that romonstrancca with the gaol 
authorities were iu vain, on tlio 12tli of 
March caused tho prisoner to bo brouglit 
before tlie Supreme Court on a writ of 
httheas co>yi(s; tho Court directed notice 
to be communicated to the Supcrintond- 

: ent of Indian Affairs, and counsel for the 
Superintendent, Mr. Drake, admitting 
that tho prisoner Wiis entitled tt) be at 

. liberty and tho Superintendent of Police 
showing no cause for the prisoner's de- 
tention pending tho appeal, the Court or- 
dered the prisoner to bo forthwith set at 
liberty. On the following day Playfair's 
bail surrendered liiin (with his consent) 
to prison and a writ of habeas corpus was 

- again obtained on tbo Ifltli of March for 

'; tho purpose of testing the validity of the 
conviction. The prisoner was brought 
bef6rejStlielCourt on the 20th, and again 
ori 'tKe 23r'd of March, and the conviction 
boing quashed, was set at liberty." 

In tliis case a serious invasion of the 
legal riglits of a subject would seem to 
have taken place. Notice of appeal 
having been given, and sureties tender- 
ed, it became tho duty of the police au- 
thorities to treat the prisoner precisely 
as ho would have been treated if he 
had not been convicted. Instead of 
that, if tho report be true, he was de- 
prived of food for a period of twenty- 
four hours, and at the end of that time 
was threatened witli the hose if he did 
not take his place in the gang. Were 
the gaol authorities aware that in sub- 
jecting an untried man to these bar 
barities they were rendering themselves 
liable to heavy penalties? Were they 
aware that in acting towni'ds Playfaiu 
as they are reported to have acted, tlioy 
were trampling under foot one of the 
sacred privileges that were wrung from 
King John at Runny niede by the Ba- 
rons in 1215, and which have since 
been sturdily maintained by the Eng- 
lish people 1 In Magna Chartu — the 

. constitutional basis of English liberties 
— the king covenants that "no freeman 
shall be taken, or imprisoned, or dis- 
seised, or outlawed, or banished, or 
anyways destroyed ; nor will we pass 
upon him, uor will we send upon him, 
unless by the lawful judgment of his 
peer or the law of tho land." This is 
so plain that "he who runs may read ;" 
and yet in Playfair's case we find 
(supposing tho report to be correct) 
that this grand old constitutional prin- 
ciple has been disregarded. If such 
things can be done in the green, what 
may not be done in the dry T If a 
man like Playfair, wlio can employ 
counsel, can be inhumanly treated and 
illegally held, what fate is in store for 
prisoners who are without the means 
necessary to pay for ' an' appeal, or 
whose voice cannot reach the ears of 
the Supreme Court or tHe,:Pres8 i 

RECIPROCAL BmiES. . 



,The.pr61ongationj;.pf tho debate at 
Ottawa on' the Yevised tarifT conveys 
• the inference tliat tlie important 
changes ])roposed are being very fully 
discussed on both sides of the House. 
The uttprances of the London Times 
on tho "national policy" have doubt- 
less had some influence on members of 
the opposition, who find consolation in 
the fact that on this occasion so prom- 
inent an exponent is with them. Our 

■ latest telegraphic advices state that as 
recently as Wednesday night the Fi- 
nance Minister asserted that Canada 
was ready, if need be, to fight for Eng- 
land and that the new tarifi", although 
essentially protective in its chax-acter, 
was not tinged with di.sloyalty. It is 
evident that the Government imposed 
reciprocal duties on tlie products of the 
United States in obedience to the voice 
of the people and in legislating for what 
is conceived to bo the common good of 

•-H^tho Dominion. At variance although 

^t/thnt may bo with tho requirements of 
England, the Government do not 
necessarily display a spirit of hostility 
to the commerce of any country. The 
assurance of the Finance Minister that 
immediately the United States reduced 
their import duties imposed on Cana- 
dian products the Dominion will jnir- 
sue a like course witli reference to 
American products, must be accepted 

. as evidence that nn equalization of com- 
mercial competition is the great </t'SiV/- 
eratiim of the Government. Whether 
the means resorted to will accomplish 
this end remains yet to be proved. Tlie 
experience of the past has at least 
shown that Canada, a comparatively 
young country, has reaped but little 

. benefit from free trade and it was 
therefore but natural that tlie people 
.should seek to retnove business de- 
pression by resorting to protective 
dutiefs, which, in the case of the United 
States, are necessarily reciprocal. In 
case" of a reciprocity treaty, our 
coal trade would double at once, while 



Australian and English coal, compelled 
to pay an import duty of 75 cents i)er 
ton, would be practically shut out of the 
States. California islargely supplied with 
British Columbia coal which contributes 
aheavyimportduty to the United States. 
The total amount of coal imported by tho 
Province during liSTS from the United 
States was only 19 tons as compared 
with an export to tho country of 139,- 
797 tons on which an import duty of 
75 cents per ton was paid. It'^M-ill 
thus bd seen that a recijjrocity treaty 
would be of groat value to British 
Columbia in enabling our coal to com- 
pete duty-free with American coal 
in American coast cities. Our ex- 
ports of fish to tlic United 
States during tho same year rep- 
resented a total value of §205,519, 
a large sum in comparisbri^^ith tlio 
value of fish imported. iTliis'^iFan in- 
dustry that should also bo fostered 
as its importance to the country can 
scarcely be over-rated. 

WATERJSALLAST FOR VESSELS. 



A method of 'ballasting .ships with 
M'ater — sometliing entirely new to this 
coast— lias been adopted by the steamer 
Victoria (formerly the Eolivar) which 
arrived here a few days since. The, 
manner in which tho ballasting is ef- 
fected is as follows: — Tho vessel has 
two bottoms of the same length as she 
is herself. These are divided by bulk- 
heads into three compartments which 
are connected by valves. The capacity 
of compartments is 500 tons of wa- 
ter which is admitted without the aid 
of machinery by merely opening a sea 
valve. In about an hour the compart- 
ments aro full and in twice that time 
they can bo pumped perfectly dry. The 
method has as yet been applied' only to 
iron sliips as wooden vessels would re- 
quire tanks to contain the ballast and 
the assistance of a donkey engine to 
take it in and possibly to pump it out. 
The great advantage attending this no- 
vel plan appears to be the rapidity witli 
which ballast may either be admitted 
to tho compartments or discharged. 
For instance : A vessel arrives at a port 
witli her full complement of ballast and 
finds that a (juantity of freight awaits 
her. Water eijuivalent in woiglit is 
forthwith pumped out, the freight is 
taken on board and the ship puts to 
sea. At the next port freight may 
have to be discharged and water ad- 
mitted instea<l. In this case the sea 
valves are opened while the freight is 
being landed, '::^Thus'a great aiving not 
only of 'time but o£. labor is effected. 

THE U. S. JUDICIARY. 

The admirers in tho Assembly of 
the American mode of aiipointing the 
Judiciary are directed to our exclusive 
dispatches of yesterday from Kentucky. 
A Judge having rendered a decision 
adverse to a suitor was mot in tho 
street by the unsuccessful party with a 
double-barrel gun and shot iload. The 
murderer acknowledged, when seized, 
that he intended the remaining ])arrel 
for the associate judge in the case; but 
guardian angels in the form . .of *little 
children at ])lay on tlie' street' stood 
between the judge and the deadly load; 
tho assassin recoiled from tho idea of 
harming a child and he desisted when 
his purpose had been but half satisfied. 
This man doubtless voted for the judge 
he slew and probably -fencied tliat by 
virtue of bis political influfince lie liad 
aright to anticipate a favorable de- 
cision.

never be built. He had particularly ex- 
empted Mr. G. B. Wright. 

SUPPLY. 

The House tlien went into Committee 
of Supply. 

Graving Dock §10,220 G8. 

Dr, Ash said up to the present the esti- 
mates had been hurried over, with one or 
two exceptions, as the present vote, when 
the Attornoy-Gencral had taken up the 
time of the House to proyo that the resi- 
dent engineer had not properly attended 
to his duties, and jNlr. Wilson (second 
member for Victoria City) had attacked 
the late Finance Minister for not paying 
the cofferdam contract. The Hon. gontlo- 
inan then proceeded to review tlie liistory 
of the' dock up to the present day, giving 
as his opinion that Mr. !Morris, when he 
arrived in the Province, brought the plans 
and specifications for the dock in his poc- 
ket, for lie was not aware that ho had 
made any thorough surveys of the site. 
The late Government had refused to make 
any application to Canada until something 
had been done on the work. This he 
quite agreed with. The late House again 
was opposed to this work being prosecut- 
ed as a Provincial work and yet in .spite 
of that no loss tlian over §200,000 provin- 
cial money had been spent on it. Tiie 
Province has .already spqnt nearly all tlie 
money they might expect from. Canada. 

,In'TO?ak|»g^^.^|!!^i^sWj^W^^^^^ progress 
< of 'the work lie o'otisidered'it irie.xplicable, 
though at the same time he did not tliink 
it was right to stop th3 work for that could 
not do the Province any good. Hetliought 
tlio Government should be requested to 
allow this work to go on and that tlioy 
should warn the contractor to finish the 
work by a certain day. If money was 
needed then be tliouglit the Federal 
Government would advance from the 
§250,000. Ho nioved tliat the amount 
asked for be at once voted with the re- 
donimondation that the work bo pushed 
^ forward vigorously with a view to the 
construction of the main work. 

Mr. J. AV. Williams contended that the 
dock, when finished, would pay for itself 
in about three years. He then proceeded 
to attack the late Government on their 
drydock policy. 

Mr. Smithe spoke in favor of the policy 
of the late Government, statincf that the 
Elliott Government had done all in their 
povror to prosecute this work. In sup- 
port of that Government's policy ho pro- 
ceodedio read from returns of correspon- 
dence on this qiiestion. TIio Elliott Gov- 
ernment had represented the case in 
the strongest poMible vlight to the Im- 
pori.il Government arid ' had asked them 
for an additional bonus. A loan of course 
might have been floated, but they consid- 
ered it would bo too costly and tliat the 
interest on it would eat away the best 
part of tho £50,000 which they v,-ould get 
from England. The proposal to hand over 
the dock and site was submitted to the 
House in the form of a resolution and 
that resolution i)assed unanimously, 
'i^ "thereby showing tluat tho Elliott Govern- 
>',jnent policy in that case was agreed to by 
i\io House and he could not see why its 
action should bo attached, especially hy 



thu hbn; memljer for domox^' -wlio' wm ^ 
member of that House and could have ob- 
jected to the resolution had he thought 
tit. Had tho Elliott Government obtain- 
ed the ^50,000 from Canada it would 
have decreased the subsidy as Canada 
would not give it as abonusand theHouse 
and country would have rightly turned 
against them. Tho present Government, 
he contended, should not have allowed 
nine months to pass without trj'ing to got 
some better terms from Canada on this 
question. 

Mr. Evans said tho Houso had not 
been unanimous in passing the resolution 
to hand over the drydock for ho (Mr. E.) 
had opposed it. . • 

Mr. Alara said he thought tho proper 
time to bring down an amendment would 
bo when tho Government placed before 
tho Houso their dock scheme. Ho was 
opposed to the amendment because before 
pledging himself to support anything of 
its nature ho ^vanted to know where the 
tho money to build the dock was to come 
from. Ho had all along been of opinion 
that tho work wsvs too largo a one for the 
Government to undertake, and lie had 
stated several yeai-s since that it would 
cost almost a million of money. Before 
the dock was commenced he desired to 
know, if the §250,000 would bo paid by 
Canada. Ho was in favor of passing tho 
item without any amendment, iuid when 
the drj'dock scheme came do\ni it could 
bo treated on its own merits. If tho 
Govemmcnt did not prosecute the coflbr- 
dam work vigorously they. could be con- 
demned for it next session. 

iPpn;^ Mr.: Walkem saw nothing in the 
amonidmbht to object to as it was in ac- 
cord with the policy of tho Government 
of which tlio member for Coniox was form- 
erly a member and that which is and 
would bo in the future to policy of tlie 
Governmont. Ho accused tho Lite Govorn- 
nient of persuadmg Canada that she was 
under no obligations to the Province in 
conneoMori with the drydock and assorted 
that a portion of tho press had stated in 
article after article that she was not 
bound to p.ay one dollar towards tho 
work. >The Governmont had only follow- 
ed ordinary ^business habits and instincts 
in stopping payment wliich it was hoped 
wquldjiiing tho contractors vup^ to time. 
He would support the ambndment sus it 
oxprossod his views .almost preciselj'. He 
had supported tlie drydock sclieiue intro- 
duced by tho Elliott Government becausu 
under tho circumstances at the time ho 
had considered so important a matter bet- 
ter out of their hands. 
?<]yfr.''i8tnithb.j^u6t6d-^ of 
the Si^aMoKl to show that Mr. Walkom 
had not only acquiesced in the drydock 
policy of tlio Elliott Government, l)ut 
had expressed his approval of it and con- 
gratulated them. Similar remarks wore 
made by tho present Finance jVIinister 
and other gontlemon who wero then in 
opposition. Tlio hon. gentleman then 
proceeded very fully to ex2)lain the posi- 
tion t.akcn by the Elliott Government 
with reference to tlio §250,000 promised 
for dock work by Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that if the 
Imperial Government had pigdou-holod 
the dispatch from the Elliott Government 
proposing tdhaiid/ over taihom the coffer- 
dam, site and machinery, the present 
Government would never make an cflbrt 
to remove it from its.sGclusion. 

Mr. Sniitho said that if the dispatcli 
had been pigeon-holed the fact was not 
to be wondered at in face of tho separation 
petition passed last session. It would bo 
no matter for surprise if every document 
of importance from this Province met 
with a similar fate unless tho separation 
threat wore withdrawn. 

Mr. McGillivray said he had never ap- 
proved of tho construction of the dock un- 
less it could be built with tho sums prom- 
ised by England and Canada. It had al- 
ready been a great drain on tho Province 
and had prevented necessaiy public works 
from receiving tliat sliare of expenditure 
to whicli they were entitled. It had been 
very aptly termed an elephant and he was 
pppoBed'tp^expendingifurih^ on it 

under thio' existing conditions.^ " 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho Government 
had not stopped work on tho coflbrdam 
but had stopped p.iyment until some work 
was done. If the firm of Poed Bros, 
could not find funds to carry out so small 
a contract he feared their reputation Iiad 
been considerably over-rated. Tlio con- 
tractors had already been paid §7,000 for 
extr.os notivithstanding the answers nuulo 
by the late Chief Commissioner. Tho 
work might have been completed by tho 
contractors if thoy so desired. 

Mr. Vernon said the Chief Commission- 
er blamed him for not following the resi- 
dent en'girider's advico, whilst the Finaiico 
Minister condemned him for taking it. It 
was ntrango to find two members of tho 
C.ibinet diflering so materially. When in 
office lio (Jlr. V,) had boon guided by the 
resident engineer whoso action lie was 
bound to follow. Alluding to tho evi- 
dence taken before the Select Committee 
on tho dock ho stated that it was a re- 
markable fact that tlio unimportant evi- 
dence of one was signed whilst tlio evi- 
dence of two others which was of groat 
importance had no signatures attached. 
Oh-tbis unsigned evidence the report of 
the committee has been based, altliougli 
neither tho contractor nor engineer had 
been examined. If the evidence adduced 
was true botli tho engineer and contractor 
deserved to be sent about their business. 
Direct charges of fraud and drunkenness 
were made in tho unsi<|nud evidence for 
whichVif^uhtrue, the witnesses could bo 
prosecuted. If, liowovor, thoy were true 
some immediate action should be 
taken. With reference to the item before 
the House he would liavo liked to liavo 
seen it loft until the Government brouglit 
down their scheme. As it was he would 
voto for it because he believed tlio Prov- 
ince would ultimately get tho §250,000 
from Canada and aid from the Imperial 
Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho oniiaKion of 
the signatures did not decrease tho value 
of the evidence one iota. Tho men were 
prepared to adhere to eveiy word thoy 
had uttered and would sign thoir state- 
ments at any time. 

Mr. Mcllmoyle said all tho witnesses 
had boon cautioned to state nothing but 
that which they could substantiate in a 
CQurt of law, He approved of the stop- 
page of payments and thought the Gov- 
ernment would be justified m testing tlie 
work already done as it was the opinion 
of many practical n>cn that innnediately 
the coflbrdam was pumped out tho walls 
would fall in. 

Mr.' Harris regretted that the evidence 
had been laid before the Houso in an in- 
complete formr He thought it should have 
been submitted to members of the Com- 
mittee before it was presented. ^ In its 
present form some veiy important evi- 
dence was omitted, 

Mr. Vernon said it w.as remarkable tliat 
tho evidence was in the handwriting of 
the Attorney-General, had not been soon 
by members of the Committee and was 
unsigned. ' . ' 

Mr. Drummondsaid the.: piles of the 
coflerdam had been eaten by Jfish with 
auger bills. 

The question was then put and the 
amendment >^as cnmed without division 



and'ihe resolution so dineiided also pass- 
ed. 

Mr. Smithe asked if the Government 
had de.^lt with the claims for arrears of 
bounty for the destruction of wolves and 
panthers. 

Mr. Beaven- said the claims had not 
been paid. 

JIi*. Smithe called attention to the re- 
solution which had been moved by Mr. 
Williams of Esquimalt two sessions ago 
ill favor of paying thebountj'u^jon wolves 
.and panthers killed within settled dis- 
tricts, .and .asked if tho Government had 
violated •that resolution iis he noticed 
there was no vote to provide for it on tho 
Estimates. He stated that the Elliott 
Government had passed an Order ^n Coun- 
cil to authorize tho p.aymont of tho boun- 
ty and wished to know if that order had 
been rescinded and if the Government 
had gouo back upon tho position they as- 
sumed a year ago when in opposition. 

Mr. Beaven said they had paid n few 
bounties when thoy took oftice first, but 
had since that ceased to pay nud had sent 
instructions to all Governiucnt agents to 
that ofiect. He did not know wliether 
tlie Order in Council had been rescinded 
or not. 

The Oommittoo hero reported progress 
and the Houso adjourned till 2 p. in. on 
Jlonday.

lu the days of old, just after the con- 
quest, the English and French mem- 
bers of the old Parliament House at 
Quebec wero at each others' throats 
perjietually, and the same "tradition," 
as Bossuet styled it, still survives, 
though time has dulled the keen edge 
of tho ancient aiitipatliy. There was a 
ball one night at the Castle St Louis. 
It was the summer time, and tho night 
was hot. A French member, fresh 
from the jilow and tho logging-chain, 
heard the English members calling for 
icecream, a novelty to him. "Garcon" 
he cried "apportezinoi, comment ap- 
pelez-vouz ca, ice-creme.". The waiter 
brought a dishful and the Erencli far- 
mer shoveled it into his mouth with 
the spoon. Its coldness startled him, 
and he pointed towards the English 
members wlio were oiijoj'ing it, and ex- 
claimed wratlifully, "Pendardlsi c'ent 
eto poor uu Anglais tu I'aurais fait 
chaufter !" "You rascal, had this. been 
for an Englishman you'd have taken 
the chill off!" The Governor in those 
days had a hard time of it. If ho gave 
a state dinner to tho French members, 
the .Englishmen were jealous, and vice 
versa; and if he invited a mixed com- 
pany he ran the risk of having .a free 
tiglit on his hands. The members in 
those days had primitive ways. Sena- 
tor Fabrc, who is now one of the lead- 
ing men among the Rouges or Liberals, 
in tliG Senate, tells a story in a work of 
bis about the niomber for • Borthier. 
He drove up to the door of the Parlia- 
mentHousein hisiraijieait, with his wife 
and children. Tho messenger opened 
it, and then the countryman explained 
that ho was the member elect for Ber- 
tliierj that he was come to take his seat; 
that the iraineau contained the winter's 
provisions for himself and family, and 
tliat ho wanted to be shown to the 
rooms provided for him by the country, 
and trustedJJieru was a cooking stove 
at his'^'disposal. The messenger, so 
Fabre says, grinned and informed the 
member elect for Borthier that the 
country did not provide lodgings for 
the people representatives. Whereupon 
Monsieur from Bertliier drove , away, 

saying he'd be d d if under those 

circumstances he should take his seat. 
But there were also polite and polished 
luembors in tho-io day.s. For example, 
M. . Morin, afterwards a Judge of tho 
Supremo Court, bogged pardon of ia col- 
league for having to tread on his shadow 
while crossing tlie floor of the Assembly 
Oliambcr. ' Then there was M. Bade- 
lart who was at a State dinner at the 
Ciiateau St. Louis in Lord Dorchester's 
time, when the Princess Louise's grand- 
iui;her, Prince Edward, was at Quebec. 
Lord Dorchester had heard -of Bade- 
lart's politeness, and to teat it put on 
his plate a piece of very rare — almost 
raw — roast beef. "IMangez done, mon 
L.mi," said his Lordship, "c'cst oxquis ; 
and Badelart attacked it. "Oui, oui, 
milord," said ho, "le banif est cxquis ; 
c'^st uii plat do roi; il fait honneur au 
Canada et a votre cuisinier." "All 
right, my Lord, the beef is splendid; it 
does honor to Canada and your cook." 
Then turning with a hideous griinmace 
to his next neighbor ho said with much 
pathos, "MonDicu — il beugle encore."

District were fair and equit.able as com- 
pared to other Districts, And so far 
as; the District is concerned, wc repeat 
the assertion. But later reports jnit a dif- 
ferent construction on one particular 
item in the estimates, viz ^4,500 for 
Victoria City District. In a speech 
made in the House on Friday last by 
Premier Walkem, it is distinctly stat- 
ed that the above .?4,500 is to be ex- 
pended within tlie Municipality of Vic- 
toria. Such being the case, we fail to 
iseertbe. reason why theaMunicipalities 
of NTariiiimo and New Westminster, 
should be served the same as the disin- 
herited son, 'cut of without oven a shil- 
ling." What is sauce for the goo.se 
ought to be sauce for tho gander; and 
if Victoria city is entitled to a grant 
of;$4,500 from the Provincial Exchequer, 
then by parity of reasoning Nanaimo 
and Westminster should receive at the 
lowest .calculation $3000 each. We 
have no wish to enter into the argu- 
ment as to whether tho Municipalities 
should receive pecuniary aid from tho 
Provincial Exchequer or not. The 
object of this article is simjily to draw 
attention to the fact that the Victoria 
Municipality has been singled out for 
the favors of the Government, while 
all the other Municipalities of the 
Province, both City and rural, have been 
freozingly loft out in the cold. ' Victoria 
City reoeives her full share .of public 
money, for schools, fire dep.artmonts, 
liospitala, etc., in comparison with tho 
sums voted to other Municipalities for 
similar purposes, and therefore wo are at; 
a loss to see any ground for this invidious 
grant of §4,000. The principle is wrong 
from tho foundation to make fisli of one 
municipality and flesh of all other,'?. Y'hen 
wc first saw the item in the Estimates it 
occurred to us that it might bo for some 
repairs to roads or bridges on tho outskirts 
of the city and not i included dn jVictoria 
District, but the ■reriin;i'ks"ihade' by tho 
Hon. !Mr. Walkem entirely dispel that 
idea. Again wc s:iy either blot from tho 
estimates tlio §4,500 for Victoria City or 
give the other municipalities grants in 
proportion to that placed on the Esti- 
mates for Victoria.
